It is undoubtedly true that physical func- 
tions concerned with the body have an 


enormous influence upon how we think at any 
given time. The mind can affect the body, but

We like to believe that we 
consciously contro] our think- 
ing and that mental activity 
is independent of our bodies, 
but as a matter of fact, our 
physical state must inevitably 
play a definite part in deter- 
mining our mental state. For 
example, we may be of the 
- opinion that life is not worth 
McCoy living, and we consider that 
we have arrived at such a conclusion through 
a process of cold, logical reasoning, when as a 
matter of fact, we may be thinking along this 
line solely because of an upset liver. 


What we call thinking, or our mental 
attitude, is profoundly affected by at least four 
different physical factors. The first factor to 
be considered is the balance maintained by the 
different secretions of the ductless glands. The 
second factor is the way the vital organs are 
doing their work. The third factor is our 
habitual selection of food. The fourth factor is 
the type of body-build which we have inherited 
from our parents, In addition, there are other 
things which may affect our thinking—even 
the factor of sleep may play quite a determin- 
ing role. You have only to contrast your mental 
attitude when you are thoroughly rested after a 
good night's sleep with your mental attitude 
when you are getting insufficient sleep, to see 
that this is true. 

Our thinking is also 
amount of exercise which 
With too little exercise, we become mentally 
lethargic, while with the correct amount of 
exer we find the mental process becoming 
more alert. Also, with too much heavy exercise, 
we become mentally quiescent, and well content 
to seek rest and repose without making much 
of an attempt to think very deeply. 

The endocrine balance is a most important 
factor in our thinking. All of the secretions 
thrown into the blood stream by these glands 
such as the pituitary, the thyroid, the adrenals 
and the sex glands, seem to be closely related to 
each and blends in with the 
in the most complex way imaginable. 
When one of these glands is disturbed, not only 
may some other gland be affected, but the whole 
organism is involved. For example, when the 
glands are normally efficient we have an 
individua] with a mental attitude markedly 
different from the mental attitude of one in 
whom these particular glands are under-func- 
tioning. That difference is reflected not only in

velops a condition of auto-intoxication, he 
will very often develop a marked mental de- 


pression, and he can find no good reason to ex- 
plain why life appears so fruitless. 
The foods which we habitually select also 


influence our thinking processes. For example, 
the meat-eater is usually more aggressive than 
vegetarian. The influence of food was 
recognized by Mahatma Gandhi who made the 
statement that he had to regulate what enters 
his stomach in order to control what enters his 
brain.

Very intere: cing * as a stroke in diplomacy is 
the refusal of the Soviet Government to renew 


the Japanese fishing leases in Kamchatka 
unless Japan renounces its military pact with 
Germany. 


Berlin comes to Japan's aid with a belated 
profession of ignorance of any military pact 
“We have much in common with Japan in our 
opposition to Bolshevism,” says a Berlin foreign 
office spokesman, “and there may be some sort 
of unofficial agreement between officials that 
has not been reported.” 

Did ever diplomacy make a weaker denial 
than this Nazi attempt to smooth the way for 
the brother-Nordics in Japan to continue draw- 
ing their fish food from Soviet streams, 

Refusal of Soviet Russia to renew the Japan- 
ese fishery leases in Kamchatka is more than a 
master-stroke of the new open diplomacy. It 
may break up the military pact with Germany; 
it may become a cause of war; it may embarrass 
Japan in the feeding of her people and rob her 


of one of her important export trades. It 
will create complications for the British 
Columbian and Alaskan fish canners, if Japan 


is forced to seek her fish food far from home. 


The history of the Kamchatka fishing leases 
dates back to ten years before the outbreak of 
the Russo-Japanese War of 1904-05. It was one 
of the main causes of the war. Thousands of 
Japanese fishermen in search of catches would 
travel the thousand miles of rough water to 
fish off Kamchatka and Okhotsk. Often there 
were bloody clashes with Russian fishermen 
who regarded the Japanese as poachers, In one 
clash the entire crew of a large Japanese fishing 
boat was killed. The blood of these men inspired 
the demand of the Japanese government at the 
end of the war, that fishing rights be given 
Japanese fishermen in Kamchatka and Okhotsk 
waters. 

A Fishery Convention in 1907 confirmed the 
rights of Japanese subjects to engage in the 
catching of fishes and other sea products 
(except sea otters and fur seals) on the coasts 
of Russia facing the Sea of Japan, the Okhotsk 
Sea and the Behring Sea. They were also to be 
allowed to can and process their catches. 

In 1928 the Convention was revised and re- 
newed for eight years. At that time the Japanese 
government held 225 fishing lots and the 
Russians 42 lots. The Russians kept increasing 
their fishing stations. By 1931 they held 301 lots 
against the 309 of the Japanese. By 1935 the 


Russians held 420 lots against 395 held by the 
Japanese—a grievance in Japanese eyes. 
For a year past, representatives of both 


nations have been negotiating terms for a re- 
newal of the Kamchatka fishing leases. These 
are of great importance to Japan; fish is a large 
item in the daily diet of the Japanese masses. 
The average annual catch of salmon and 
crab from these Russian waters totals over 
60,000,000 yen per year. Of this two-thirds is ex 
ported to United Kingdom, Europe and U.S.A. 
(The nominal value of the yen is 51 cents. It h 
been depressed around the 30 of!

She causes it 
to be known that she will not sign while the 
military pact remains in existence whereby 
Japan and Germany agree to attack her should 
the other become embroiled.

Whatever the outcome as between Russia, 
Germany and Japan, refusal to sign the fishery 


agreement is sure to create serious complica- 


tions for the salmon canners of British 
Columbia and Alaska. 

In preparation for the expiration of the 
fishery agreement, Japan last year sent three 
huge floating canneries, assisted by power 


tenders, a modern trawler and fleets of fishing 
sampans, to fish outside the three mile limit of 


Alaska, British Columbia, California and 
Hawaii. Each huge modern Diesel vessel had a 
crew of 600. When they got near a salmon shoal! 
they would launch a fleet of fishing sampans, 
and proceed to can and store their catch. They 
sent a shock through the salmon fishers of 
B.C. and Alaska and the tuna fishermen of 
California. The threat was timed to back up 
the efforts of a Japanese professor to induce 
the Institute of Pacific Relations to recommend 
a three-way fishing pact on the Pacific, with 
United States, Japan and Canada as the three 
parties 

Our salmon are spawned in Canadian river 
and hatched at the expense of the Canadian 
taxpayer. But the shoals would be at the mercy 
of floating canneries and sampan fleets out- 
side the three mile limit, intercepting them on 
their way home to spawn 

When Russia signified intention to renew 
the Kamchatka leases, Japan let it be known 
that Alaska and B.C. hed nothing to fear from 
its floating canneries. They would be used 
the Okhotsk Sea vy that Russia refuses to

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DON'T BUY A WORN-OUT 
HOUSE 
By Roger B. Whitman 

When a family house 
ing, the first thought is for loc ation, | 
and the second for a house with the | 
necessary number of rooms, Sat 
isfied on these points, the choice is 
likely to go to the house that 1s 
attractive in appearance and pr 
tily decorated, Unfortunately, lit: | 
tle thought may be given to another 
point, although as a matter of fact. | 
it is of high importance, This is 
the judging of the house by what 
it will cost what the 
heating cost will be, and the prob- 
able need for future repairs and 
replacements. The purchase price 
is paid but once, while the costs 
of occupancy goes on for as long as} 
the house is lived in. The lower 
they are, the better. For an ex 
ample, consider two houses, that 
while otherwise the same, have dif- 
ferences in construction that make 
it possible for one of them to be 
heated for $50 less per winter than | 
the other. The house that makes 
the saving is a better buy than the} 
other, even though the purchase 
price may be higher. 

If the previous occupant of a 
house can be located, he should be 
asked about the amount of fuel that 
was burned. Another source of in- 
formation is a local dealer in coal 
or oil. Quite often a next-door] 
neighbor will know. | 

A house that has previously been | 
lived in will need redecoration and | 
the refinishing of floors. This is to} 
be expected. But before papers are 
signed, the prospective owner! 
should know more about the house | 
than shows on the surface. He} 
should know the condition of the} 
water pipes, the stiffness of the 
house, the length of life that is to 
be expected from the roof, and 
other matters that are usually be-| 
yond the knowledge and experi- 
ence of an average prospective 
home owner, 

A house is security for the money 
that it costs, and like any goéd 
security, should retain its value. I 
believe that a buyer will find that 
his money is well spent in engag- 
ing an architect or a competent and | 
unbiased builder to make a thor- 
ough examination of a house, and| 
to report on its condition. This will 
show the extent of depreciation, It} 
will also be a guide as to the re 
pairs and replacements that will be 
necessary in the future—the condi- 
tion of the heating plant, the sound- | 
ness of the timbers, the resistance | 
of walls and roof to weather and 
to leakage of air and water, the 
soundness of the ma and the 
condition of the mortar joints. All

medical services to its students and the school of medicine, 
the University hospital is generally considered to be a neces- 
sary and integral part of the University. And, bringing the 
two institutions closer together at this time is the fact that 
the year 1936 marks 30 years of progress for the University 
*hospital, too. 

The history of the “University 
hospital begins with the purchase 
of a block, which is now the site 
of the south side “gyro play- 
ground”, by the city of Strath- 
cona for the purpose of erecting 
a hospital, sometime in 1906.
